shops and yards covered an area of 2 1-2 acres. The trend of events 
as regards manufacture now demand that establishments should have 
scores if not hundreds of acres. It was a large shop thirty, years 
£(jo that was sixty feet wide—the modern shop is double that width. 
It was considered a big shop that was three hundred feet in length 
while some shops are now five times that length and hundreds or 
modern shops are double that length. And so the modern. Navy 
Yard must have several times the acreage that was required forty 


years ago. 


As regards area, the Boston and New York Navy Yards are 


lamentably and strategically weak, while the Portsmouth Yard pos- 
sesses distinct military advantages in this respect. 


Due to the weight of the modern battleship it is essential that 


the mineralogical and geographical formation of the land compris- 
ing a Navy Yard should ,be of such character as to permit the build- 
ing upon them of stone dry docks capable of taking in vessels of 
seven hundred feet in lerijth and of 25,UUO tons burden. There are 
merchant vessels now afloat of greater length and o£ heavier ton- 
nage than the figures given. The experience of the Navy in attempt- 
ing to .build a series of dry docks at the New York Navy Yard shows 
that it is somewhat dangerous^ if not impractical to build suitable 
docks for Naval purposes at that station. 


The length, breadth and tonnage-of the modern battleship' taken 


in connection with its architectural nature makes it essential to pro- 
vide considerable room for berthing or wharfing such vessels, and 
therefore the extent of. the fiver front o the various Navy Yards 
comprises a very important factor in determining its military useful- 
ness and value. At a comparatively slight cost the back channel 
of the Portsmouth Navy Yard can be dredged and provided with an 
extent of quay wall that would -permit the berthing of double the 
number of vessels that could be provided at the New York Navy 


Yard. 


The Portsmouth Navy Yard is only surpassed by that of League 


Island as regards the character of its soil foundation, the possibility 
of providing for a series of docks and for obtaining wharfage and 


berthing space for vessels.
